YOU ARE REQUIRED TO FOLLOW THE BELOW PROCEDURES OUTLINED ON ALL 
EXCAVATION 
 

1. If a suspected hazardous materials or underground tanks, threatened or endangered species or               
historic, archeological or paleontological (fossil) item, feature or site is encountered, construction 
operation of the permittee shall immediately stop in the vicinity of the discovery. 

2. The UDOT region permits officer will be verbally notified by the permittee of the nature and exact 
location of the findings. 

3. The UDOT region permits officer will keep the permittee informed concerning the status of the 
temporary restriction. 

4. Failure to restrict construction and/or notify the UDOT region permits officer may result in revoking 
the permit an/or the conviction of a Class B Misdemeanor under UCA 9-8-404.
